YRM*s methodical approach started from 
the required tripartite elevation a I dlvlson 
common lo buildings In the Square — ie 
division into base, principal door and an 
attic storey. The scheme keeps lo the 
existing building line, but nllows internal 
accommodation lo be reflected In the 
composition of the elevations. 

Main external features of (he sandstone 
and bronze-dad steel-frame structure 
were a main entrance on the Strand, 
subsidiary entrance on Northumberland 
Avenue, shops on the Strand frontage and 
a cafe and restaurant for the south-west 
and south-east corners of the site 
respectively, the former overlooking the 
Square from within (he colonnade, the 
latter responding to an existing pub In 
Northumberland Street. 

The proposal also allows for public 
access through the building via a central 
atrium linking the two entrances. 

The assessors commented that while the 
treatment of (he elevations was system¬ 
atic, “(hey are sensitively handled and (he 
overall character is one of quality". They 
noted the junction with the adjacent 
Strand office block was “uncompro¬ 
mising".

The Bill received an un¬ 
opposed second reading, but 
raised detailed criticisms. It will 
now go to committee for further 
discussion. 

Labour’s Lord Silkin of 
Dulwich argued that the I5-ycar 
limit proposed in the forthcom¬ 
ing latent damage Bill should 
be modified to allow some 
elasticity on the part of the court 
dealing with each case. 

He said he spoke with per¬ 
sonal experience because his 
house suffered settlement which 
was not noticeable until 25years 
after it was built. 

He proposed giving the court 
some powers to vary the limit in 
hardship cases. 

But Lord Mais, also, for 
Labour, then argued that in 
practice the 15-year limit would 
be too long, and that it should be 
a 10-year limit starling on the 


date of completion of I 
contract.

It said latest figures produced 
by the Office of Population, 
Censuses* Surveys showed that 
460.000 households were forced 
to share accommodation and 
500,000 new homes were needed 
by the homeless and families 
in overcrowded conditions. 
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New town corporation's 
survival battle looks lost 


THE death sentence for 
Basildon Development Cor¬ 
poration — the last of the 
London ring new town cor¬ 
porations — takes effect next 
week. 

Property rights and liabilities 
of the corporation are handed 
over on April 1 lo the New 
Towns Commission, with the 
final dissolution of the cor¬ 
poration on June 30. 

But behind the closure lies a 
struggle. Opponents say 
political expediency, not a valid 
case, has led to this latest 
decision. 

This is, in fact, the fourth 
wind-up date the corporation 
has been given, but it has 
struggled on and outlived all its 
sister corporations set up in 
1949, the last to go being 
Bracknell in 1982. 

Despite the longevity of ihe 
corporation, chief architect 
John Byron told BD this week 
that there was still a con¬ 
siderable amount of work to be 
carried out. 

‘‘I think it must be unique for 
a development corporation lo 
be wound up when there is still 
so much going on,” he com¬ 
mented. 

To carry out the continuing 
commitments, the commission 


is expected to take on more than 
400 staff from the corporation, 
which has an architects' depart¬ 
ment of nearly 50 staff. 

The department has recently 
finished ihe£50 million Eastgate 
centre development. 

It is currently involved with 
major infrastructure work in the

“This problem of the hand¬ 
over all comes down to money,” 
said Byron, “and it is really 
Government approval ofspend- 
ing that will have to be given to 
persuade the council to take on 
the burden.” 

The council would also be 
looking for a sweetener to 
persuade it to take on the 

liability ofmaintaining park and 

open space, which is still to be 
completed. 

Byron, who is being trans¬ 
ferred to the commission, said 
the money-making priority of 
the commission would probably

Tory council acts 
to protect housing 


WESTMINSTER council in¬ 
tends to tighten its planning 
policy in an attempt to protect 
residential areas. 

The move by the Tory- 
controlled council directly 
challenges Government pro¬ 
posals to relax Use Class Ord¬ 
ers, which determine what land 
and buildings are used for. 

The council wants to desig¬ 
nate shopping areas outside the 
West End where no shops would 
be allowed to change to other 
uses. 

It claims this would protect 
local amenities which would 
otherwise be eroded by the 
growth of services such as banks 
and estate agents. 

Alan Bradley, chairman of 
the council's planning, and 
development committee, said:

“What we are hoping to do is 
produce district plans which are 
more defensible In appeals.”

Tlie council is also launching 
a blitz against unauthorised 
holiday lets in its area. 

Il has opened a hotline and is 
urging residents to inform it of 
any premises which are being let 
for less than 90 days. 

The planning committee 
chairman said unauthorised lets 
to tourists caused soaring rents, 
ate-night tourist facilities and 
increased crime in residential 
areas.

Gold for Isozaki 

ARATA Isozaki becomes the second Japanese recipient of 
the Royal Gold Medal for Architecture. 21 years after Kenzo 
Tange, in whose office he worked for 10 years. 

Since setting up his own i— 
practice in 1963 at the age of 32, I increasingly referential — to 
Isozaki has been a prominent both classical and modernist 


and controversial architect with 
many buildings and projects to 
his credit. 

Unlike most of his contem¬ 
poraries, he has operated world¬ 
wide, teaching, exhibiting and 
practising, and recent com¬ 
missions include the Palladium 
discotheque in Manhattan, part 
of the planned Olympics com¬ 
plex in Barcelona and the Los 
Angeles Museum of Contemp- 
ary Art, now nearing comple¬ 
tion. 

The citation stresses Isozaki's 
experimental and diverse ap¬ 
proaches. “His Central Library 
of Kitakyushu City has an 
ajmost organic quality with 
hints of Boullee and Ledoux. 
His Festival Plaza at Expo 70 
Osnka and his West Japan 
Exhibition Centre in 1975, also 
in Kitakyushu, are pure hi-tech, 
while the Gunma Museum of 
Fine Arts, built in 1975, is a 
brilliant essay in coot classi¬ 
cism". 

Isozaki's quiet, unassuming 
manner belies a determined 
creative talent of extraordinary 
virtuosity. His work has become

sources (and sometimes even 
quoting themes and motifs from 
his own earlier work), and his 
borrowing from the western 
classical tradition has seen him 
pigeon-holed as a post-modern¬ 
ist. The Tsukuba Civic Centre 
highlights this direction, with its 
empty gestures towards western 
precedents. 

As an invited entrant in the 
Berlin IBA competition for a 
new sports, recreation and 
residential centre at Tegel, 
Isozaki felt no qualms about 
proposing a massive mega- 
structure that look its eleva- 
tional programme directly from 
Schinkel — his drawings were 
even rendered in his manner; the 
entry was, needless to say, 
regarded as too explicit for 
Germanic sensibilities. 

Underlying all Isozaki’s 
work, however, is a masterly 
handling of form and material, 
and this stems from a deep 
rooted understanding of the 
Japanese craft inheritance. 

Isozaki’s influence has also 
been felt as a juror for inter¬ 
national competitions and aw¬ 
ards, from the Pritzker Prize to 
the Hong Kong Peak and La 
Villette. It is said that he came to 
Paris direct from Hong Kong 
believing that the Office for 
Metropolitan Architecture had 
won the Peak job (it was in fact 
an entry by Zaha Hadid, former 
OMA partner), and on that basis 
supported Bernard Tschumi’s 
scheme for La Villette against 
OMA’s second-placed pro¬ 
posal; OMA partners Koolhaas 
and Zenghelis were, understand¬ 
ably, not amused.

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THE demise of the metropolitan 
authorities and the Greater London 
Council can scarcely be a cause for 
rejoicing, even among Tory voters who 
believe that local authorities are the 
problem rather than a solution to the 
urban difficulties that beset us. The tasks 
undertaken by these authorities have to 

be carried out bysomeone; people haveto 

be employed to do the work Involved; 
money has to be spent to carry it out.This 
is the small change of the political 
argument about power and devolution, 
however. When it comes to the big 
arguments, the focus shifts from the 
metro authorities to London, because 
this is the only case where a great city is 
deprived of any corporate political and 
psychological Identity. Sheffield, Man¬ 
chester, Liverpool — they can all survive 
quite happily without the ovcrlordship of 
a county authority; London, by contrast, 
ceases to have any voice at all, unless you 
count on the one hand the Lord Mayorof 
the City of London, or on the other (he 
chairman of the London Boroughs 


Association. Neither of these offices 
carri « lhc weight a great capital city 
should expect from an elected leader. 

So should we mourn the ending or the 
CLC as an Irredeemable loss, or wall in 
hope for some new government to pickup 
the challenge of recreating a London 
authority, possibly even in County Hall? 
The objection to the latter idea for many 
erstwhile and would-be supporters or a 
Greater London authority is the awful 
knowiedgeof the lunatic antics which the 
last incumbents of County Hall seemed 
to love; and whatever the constitutional 
arguments In favour of a London-wide 
authority, there comes a time when these 
are outweighed by the behaviour of 
those likely to achieve office. In this 
respect, for ail his good natured banter, 
Ken Livingstone has done London and 
Londoners an enormous disservice — 
even though select groups of people and 
certain areas (like his own prospective 
Parliamentary constituency) have 
benefited enormously. Spendthrift, 
irresponsible and at times unhinned. the

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CAG — spoiling 
a good idea

WHEN in 1976, as RIBA vice- 
president Tor membership and 

E nblic affairs, I included in our 
udgci (he basis for what 
became the “Community 
Architecture Group", I was 
somewhat fearful of what might 
happen to what was un¬ 
doubtedly a noble idea. 

The actual terms of reference 
for the group were simply "to 
seek ways of broadening the 
interface between the profession 
and the public — ami to connect 
better our skills with the 
problems". 

The CAG seemed the best 
name at the lime but the last 
thing 1 ever wanted was for an 
area of concern, perhaps best 
pursued further away from nny 
form of institutionalisation, to 
become some form of political¬ 
ised movement, which is nowin 
factanswerlngoniyn partoflhai 
original brief. 

It appears therefore that we 


laida "cuckoo’s egg" in our nest 
and I fed that (he antics of the 
CAG in the last Tew years have 
done a disservice to the objective 
of just helping individuals or 
small groups towards a better 
environment for themselves. 
That is not to say that CAG 
should not have been kicking the 
Government and the institutions 
into devoting a fairer pro¬ 
portion of available resources to 
such work, but they are in 
danger of continuing the re¬ 
placement of one centratised 
tyranny with another, in the 
name of “freedom”. 

A great many architects in 
their quiet wny are becoming 
more involved with the everyday 
modest projects and in gencml 
are scr vi ng all types ofclients i n a 
greater variety of ways. So in my 
view, we have made some 
progress with that now IO-year- 
old brief. 

The RIBA, however, in 
perhaps having to oppose the 


CAG because it has gone the 
way t have described above, isin 
danger of seeming to settle back 
into the comfortable elitist 
ways. It is an old cry, but by 
being identified with "archi- 
tects" and not "architecture" it 
will find it increasingly difficult 
to respond to a world that lias 
long changed. There is no 
evidence that "architecture” is 
not popular, but more the 
attitudes and performance of 
architects that produce certain 
types of building. 

If we promote a desire for 
better and responsive architec¬ 
ture from an increasingly aware 
public, does it really matter how 
that is achieved? Therefore let us 
continue to seek even more and 
better ways of connecting our 
skills with the problems — 
quietly, with no labels and no 
ego trips — or am I being naive 
in today's extremist world?

THERE is only one serious 
inaccuracy in Ian Latham’s 


article on (lie Pembroke com¬ 
petition (March 21), which is the 
statement that the college’s 
"intended architect was 
invited to participate in the 
competition’*. 

Had that been the case, 
criticism that we could have 
saved practices time and trouble 
would indeed be justified. But 
perhaps we may set the record 
straight: the fact of the matter is 
that the decision to run a 
competition (taken before the 
appointment of an architectural 
adviser) was taken precisely 
because the college had no 
architect in mind,did not wish to 
find itself from the very start at 
the mercy of a single architect, 
and hoped to be able to choose a 
project from the exciting range 
of proposals which it presumed 
would emerge from a com¬ 
petition. 

Furthermore, the elaboration 
of a much more detailed brief 
thffti is usual in such com¬ 
petitions was intended to ensure 
that the college, as client, would 
get the building that it wanted 
rather than one which an 
architect was determined to 
build. The outcome of the 
competition (given the absence 
of architects on the governing 
body, at which we trust lan 
Latham was not carping) may 
thus be seen as reflecting as

HERE is another contribution 
to the garden festival correspon¬ 
dence which has been stirred up 
by Brian Houston's article on 
February 21, picking up two 
points made in it, 

The first is aboul the deceit 
and dishonesty of central gov¬ 
ernment quarters declaring 
support for garden festivals and 
then taking their contribution 
for Glasgow out of the regular 
Scottish Development Agency 
budget. The Treasury, that 
enclave t>f misery, has won 
again, it seems. 

I wonder if the Government, 
in n sort of Dr Frankenstein nnd 
the Monster rc-enactmcni. 
helped to create something 
which is now on embarrassment? 
Was it a mistake logo for a two- 
year interval, following the 
German example, when the 
German system had been under 
such financial strain in recent 
years? Something between the 
German two-yeRrand the Dutch 
10 -year interval might have been 
easier to handle when starting 
from scratch, and a four-year or 
five-year spacing would enable 
lessons from each festival to be 
incorporated into the next. It 
wouldn't surprise me if Ger¬ 
many were to change to a wider 
spacing, and a nice bit of irony 
that would be if it did. 

The second point is on the 
question of permanence and 
temporariness. It is not just that 
there has always been a weight¬ 
ing put on a permanence in 
German Bundesgartenschau 
parks, but also that there is now 
a vigorous movement to reduce 
the temporary features to an 
absolute minimum. 

The show due to open next 
year in Dusseldorf is a response 
to widespread criticism in 
Germany in recent years about 
transient elements and their 
cost, and the consequence of (his 
is that Dusseldorf is to be 
virtually all permanent. The 
Floriade programmed for 1992 
at Zoctermeer is no exception. 
Here, an entirely new urban 
peripheral park is to be created 
for the permanent benefit of the 
Zoetermeerians. 

Now, it could be argued, as 
Roy Winter did in his letter 
(March 7), that we need not 
follow the Continental example. 
Just because the Germans or the 


Dutch do it doesn't necessarily 
make it right, especially for the 
UK. Butiheeconomicargument 
about the proper use of public 
funds and the conceptual argu¬ 
ment about the objectives 
of garden festivals apply here as 
much as they do there. 

Mentioning the objectives «f 
garden festivals raises an ad¬ 
ditional point. The Dusscldorl 
design will distinguish itself by 
the accuracy with which it has 
interpreted the needs of the local 
community. The Zoctcrmccr 
design is radically different to 
the: last Floriade in the Gaaspcr 
Park at Amsterdam und will 
distinguish itself by its funda¬ 
mental thinking about topics 
like the role of “nature", the 
significance nfgcomciry and the 
relationship between landscape 
design and other disciplines, 
Glasgow is likely to distinguish 
itself by the originality of its 
themes and theme gardens. 

The landscape profession 
prides itself on being a cut above 
the heather and rock garden 
school of design, but here it is 
apparently dabbling in it, be¬ 
cause themes proliferate in 
British festivals and many of 
them, like the "woodland gar¬ 
den" mentioned by Gordon 
Haynes (March 7) are below the 
credibility threshold. The design 
coordinators may not have 
designed this "woodland gar¬ 
den" brief but they are respon¬ 
sible for it as overseers. 

So, essentially, Zoctermeer is 
about intellectual concepts, 
Dusseldorf is about sociological 
significance and Glasgow is 
about fireworks. Fireworks may 
be as honourable a preoccu¬ 
pation as philosophy, but it 
might be dangerously close to 
the mire wherein lurk such 
unthinking trivia as pop music 
videos and “post-modernism".

AN enlightened develop¬ 
ment scheme in Chiswick 
which promises to give one of 
London’s follies a bright 
future is nearing completion.

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Arthur Talbot reports on a small 
commercial development in Birmingham for 
which the architects have attempted to break 
the pattern of architectural sterility in the city. 


EVI-N if it loses the battle to 
host the next Olympics, 
Birmingham is still set to 
become the building meeca 
of the late 1980s. The devel¬ 
opers are moving in fast, 
perhaps attracted by the 
possibility of the inter¬ 
national sports event, and 
plans are fairly well ad¬ 
vanced to extend the massive 
exhibition centre. 

But from what we have seen so 
far, the schemes being put 
forward for shopping, leisure 
and hotel complexes will do little 
to uplift the architectural steril¬ 
ity of the city centre. The 
architects involved have largely 
updated the monolithic con¬ 
cepts of the 60s which character¬ 
ise the whole of Birmingham's 
central area. This is partly 
because of the various functions 
of the new buildings, but more 
likely because the mass of 
developers have yet to learn that 
real architectural quality is a 
saleable asset. 

It is therefore refreshing to sec 
a relatively small scheme close 
by the main New Street Station, 
which looks back beyond the 
60s, drawing its references from 
Birmingham's more decorative 
pre-war architectural tradition. 

Architects Mike Blair and 
Paul Davis of The Halpern 


Partnership have rooted out the 
Arts & Crafts elements still to 
be found in the city and have 
incorporated them into a mod¬ 
ern retail and office develop¬ 
ment. "It’s all there," they say. 
"You can even find examples of 
Lcthaby's work in Birmingham, 
but you have to know where to 
look." 

The actual form of the £20 
million complex is largely 
dictated by the difficult site. 
Tucked in between two narrow 
streets next to the banks of 
England and Ireland, the wedge- 
shaped plot slopes steeply up 
towards the historic St Philips 
Square, 

While trying to create a 
lasting quality for the street 
facades, the architects have also 
faced the problem of rounding 
the corner to create a strong 
presence on to the square. 

To achieve this they have used 
an nrch motif to mark the shops 
along Cannon and Corporation 
streets. The three shopping 
floors visible above street level 
are marked by banded brick and 
stonework, while the seven 
floors of offices above arc in a 
mix of various bricks. The Arts 
& Crafts influence shows in (he 
large lamps set along the arches, 
which use stove-enamelled steel 
brackets, and in the portcullis- 
style door of the main shopping

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The building turns an elegant corner on (o St Philips Square 
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entrance. 

Blair and Davis have handled 
the corner well, using a silvered 
glass column extending the full 
height of the building as il 
touches St Philips Square. This 
marksjhe separate entrance for 
the offices above. 

There are four Doors of 
specialist retailing, including the 
lower ground level, which total 
5,300 square metres. These form 
a solid base for the complex, 
while the offices are staggered to 
comply with light angle require¬ 
ments. giving roof terraces for 
the office staff. 

The shopping area, inaptly 
named City Plaza despite its lack 
of American influence, has three 
entrances, which link to form a 
pedestrian route through the 
scheme. These lead into the 
"circus", the glared circular 
core of the building, w hich lights 
the lower ground tlonr und the 
three galleries above. 

Inside the retail space Blair 
and Davis have tried to reflect 
the building's exterior to give a 
feeling of wholeness. The arches 
arc there and the flour, with its 
starbursi motif of granite and 
ceramic tiles, is a far cry from the 
bland hard finish of most 
contemporary retail schemes. 
The 5,000.sq in office content is 
designed to modern speculative 
standards. But the glazed circu¬ 


lar drum that forms the core 
gives sonic variation to the 
spaces available. 

Given the tight site, parking is 
inev itably a problem. So fan he 
design shows 18 ca r spaces in t he 
basement, but the architects 
hope to bring this up to 25 by 
stacking the cars. 

City Plaza is to go on site in 
April and when it is completed 
next (car should give Birming¬ 
ham's developers a better refer¬ 
ence for their commercial 
schemes. 

Bluirand Davis admit that the 
quality touches and thorough 
design is more expensive than 
the standard commercial com¬ 
plex. "It feels like a £10 million 
scheme," they say, quoting the 
£8 million building costs. 

But the architects and devel¬ 
oper Ladbroke City & County 
feel that the small extra invest¬ 
ment Is worthwhile. They are 
trying to create :i building of 
.some permanence, rather than 
ndd to the mass of indifferent 
speculative space.

ICI Paints put masonry 
paint to the test 


TWO studies have been carried out 
by ICI Paints Division, which have 
yielded some interesting, 
independently verified Fads 
concerning its Weathershield 
smooth masonry paint. 

The first study, the 
Weathershield Challenge, was 
monitored by members of the 
Royal 1 nsti l ulion of Chartered 
Surveyors. This lest was intended 
to check the claim that 
Weathershield is significantly 
quicker and more easy to apply 
than conventional grit-filled 
masonry paints. [CPs 
Weathershield Challenge was 
taken up by two painting 
contractors working in different 
parts of the UK. Each had two 
identical properties to redecorate 
and each agreed to use 
Weathershield on one and another 
conventional masonry pnint on the 
other. The result in both cases was 
a time saving of approximately 20 
percent on tile Weathershield 
example. Various control devices 
were introduced, such ns paint
